Annual  Report  covering  the  yeaj  1896. 

The  estimated  population  of  file  district  is 
8619. 

The  Births  have  been 
no ;  total,  216. 

The  rate  per  1000  for  1896  is  25  06,  as  against 
1895,  24  8;  1894,  22-4. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  bir  hs  was  11,  or 
1  in  I9‘6. 

There  were  six  twins  born  duridg  the  year. 

The  deaths  have  amounted  to  ;  males,  73 ; 
females,  56;  total,  129. 

The  death  rate  per  1000  for  1896  is  14  9;  against 
1895,  I5'5;  and  i894,  i2'6-  \ 

18  deaths  have  taken  place  underli  year  of 
age;  average  per  thousand  is  2-08.  I 

The  number  of  deaths  are  as  followk  :  under 
1  year,  18 ;  over  1  year  and  under  5,  iul;  over  5 
and  under  15,  3  ;  over  15  and  under  25,  over 
25  and  under  65,  39 ;  over  65,  54.  \ 

The  average  age  of  death  was  47*07  years. 
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The  following  were  the  chief  causes  of  death : 
Puerperal  Fever,  I ;  Measles,  I  ;  Diarrhcea,  3  ; 
Consumption,  9 ;  Respiratory  Diseases,  14 ; 
Heart,  22;  Cancer,  10;  Injuries,  4;  all  other 

diseases,  65. 

Inquests  have  been  held  by  the  Coroner  to 
ascertain  the  cause  of  death  in  six  cases. 

There  were  no  deaths  during  1896  in  the 
parishes  of  Frodingham,  Outnewton,  Owstwick, 
Owthorne,  Tunstall  and.Waxliolme.

There  has  been  a  return  of  Influenza  during 

the  year,  but  11c 

fatal  case  I  am 

pleased  to  say. 
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Taking  it  on  the  whole  the  district  can  be 
congratulated  on  its  general  health. 

As  regards  infectious  diseases,  the  Medical 
Officer  is  working  in  the  dark,  and  I  would 
point  out  to  the  Board  the  serious  position  of 
the  villages,  especially  such  an  important  one 
as  Withernsea,  in  the  event  of  an  epidemic  of 
any  contagious  disease. 

As  the  Notification  Act  has  not  been  put  into 
operation  it  is  impossible  to  protect  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  the  district  from  such  diseases. 

To  illustrate  :  during  the  past  year  a  number 
of  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  fortunately  of  a  mild 
type,  have  come  under  my  notice  in  Patrington, 
Holmpton,  and  Withernsea.  Under  the  exist¬ 
ing  state  of  things  the  patients  are  allowed  to 
mix  with  the  public  in  the  churches,  schools, 
Chapels,  and  public  places  during  the  most 
infectious  period  of  the  disease,  that  is  during 
the  desquamation  or  peeling.  Consequently 
the  disease  is  propagated,  and  its  departure 
from  the  district  retarded.  Under  the  Notifica¬ 
tion  Act  it  would  be  a  penal  offence  to  do  this  : 
the  persons  could  be  proceeded  against,  and 
fined.  The  disease  might  then  be  checked  at 
its  commencement  in  a  district.  This  is  a 
serious  question,  and  merits  the  grave  consider- 
tion  of  the  Council. 

During  the  year  the  following  schools  have 
been  closed  owing  to  epidemics  of  either 
measles  or  whooping  cough  :  —

During  1896  additions  have  been  made  to  tbe 
burial  grounds  at  Patrington,  Rimswell,  and 
Thorne,  whilst  a  new  one  lias  been  inspecte 
and  approved  of  at  Keyingham. 

I  have  made  a  number  of  analyses  of  well- 
waters,  and  in  some  cases  have  had  the  we  s 

cleaned  and  in  others  closed. 

New  drainage  has  been  accomplished  at 
Keyingham,  Roos,  and  Withernsea:  at  the 
latter  place  several  improvements  have  been 

effected.  OFFENSIVE  trades. 

Under  this  heading  complaints  have  been 
made  at  Withernsea  of  a  fried-fish  shop.  .  c 
matter  has  bad  attention  and  the  nuisance 

abated. 

nuisances  and  unsanitary  HOUSES. 
Several  complaints  have  been  made  anc 
dealt  with  during  the  year,  but  it  would  be  we 
if  more  energy  could  be  shewn  in  dealing  with 
infractions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  and  more 
expedition  used. 

The  early  suppression  of  nuisances  is  impera¬ 
tive  if  they  are  to  be  dealt  with  at  all.
